Thomas PB. Pearsall, chairman of the

Wichita, Kans., October 26.—Jerry Simp- 
son has been warned that a er rope to 
kill him has been unearthed from now 
until completed the tour of his district he 
will be accompanied by a guard.

A DEEP, DARK SCHEME. 


Matt Quay Said to Have Evolved One to Save 
New York. 

Washington, October 26.—(Special)— 
General Hobart, member of the republi- 
can national committee for New Jersey, 
came here today on a mission from head- 
quarters In New York, to Secretary 
Elkins and other republican managers. 
It is said that General Hobart brought 
depressing news of the republican out- 
look, both in New York and New Jersey, 
and that he sought the approval of the 
president’s immediate representatives of 
a radical departure from the plan of cam- 
paign, which Carter and his associates 
have been pressing up to this time. 

The new plan, it is understood, was 
formulated by Senator Quay as soon as 
the situation in all the discouraging de- 
tails was laid before him when he reached 
New. York the other day. All that can 
be gathered from the hints thrown out 
by those who. talked with General Ho- 
bart, today, is that Quay’s scheme is 
something bold, brilliant and desperate 
and will have to be put into operation 
at once if it is to succeed. 

This bears out the reports from New 
York that Quay found the republican sit- 
uation in that state in terrible shape and 
that Chairman Carter and his assistants, 
almost beside themselves with alarm, wel- 
comed Quay with hysterical joy and be- 
sought him to do with them as he would 
—only to save the state. 

General Hobart, in conversation with 
newspaper men, talked in a discouraging 
tone of the outlook in New York and 
New Jersey. He said: “Of course, Har- 
rison would be elected;” but, getting 
down to details, he did not claim that 
the republicans would carry either New 
York or New Jersey. . He practically con- 
ceded they had no show in the latter 
state. The best he could say of New 
York was that it was in doubt. 

A prominent republican government offi- 
cial, who has just returned here from a 
tour through New York state, admitted 
to your correspondent today that he 
could not for the life of him see how any 
candid man, knowing the situation, could 
claim that New York would go for Har- 
rison. This official, whose name it would

Washington, October 26.—There has 
been no official recognition by the 
executive branch of the government of 
Mrs. Harrison's death and there will be 
none, save for the display at half mast of 
flags on government buildings. The de- 
partments will be open tomorrow, the day 
of the funeral, the same as on other days 
and by the wish of the family, the business 
of the government will run on as though 
the nation had not Jost the life of itg most 
distinguished «citizen. 

in the Death Chamber. 

Mrs. Harrison’s body was laid out in the 
room in which she died and this afternoon 
it was placed in a casket, in which it will 
finally repose, and removed to the east 
room. She shows in her emaciation the ef- 
fects of the long wasting illness of eight 
months that has reduced her large, matronly 
figure to a thin, frail form. But her face in 
death has the same kindly expression that 
it had in life. Her appearance is natural. 
There are no hard lines of suffering visible 
upon it. She looks as if her last moments 
had been full of peace and her expression 
suggests that she was tired and had gently 


dropped asleep. 


Vice-President Morton will be one of the 
pall bearers, taking the place of Secretary 
Charles Foster, of the treasury department, 
who is the only one of the cabinet officers 
not expected to be present at the services 
tomorrow morning. The secretary is not in 
the city. He will go direct from the place 
where he is staying to Indianapolis and will 
attend the services there and present at 
the interment. ,

Richmond, Va., October 26.—The an- 
nual meeting of the Society of the Army 
of Northern Virginia was held tonight in 
the hall of the house of delegates and the 
building was crowded to overflowing with 
ladies and gentlemen.

THE LOST IS FOUND. 


Mr. Bross Had Wandered from His Home 
and There Was No Marder. 

Greenesboro, Ga., October 26.—(Special.) 
Mr. Bross, the contractor who disappeared 
from Greenesboro last Sunday morning has 
been’ heard from. His young son, Mr. L. 
C. Bross, who has been at work with him 
in Greenesboro, received a letter this morn- 
ing from another brother at Leverette, Lin- 
coln county, stating that his father arrived 
there Friday, the 2ist. The letter makes 
inquiry as to when Mr. Bross left Greenes- 
boro. Mr. George Bross, the son in Lin- 
coln county, writes that his father has no 
idea when he left Greenesboro and under 
what circumstances. It says he is very 
much emaciated, but is now in his right 
mind, although the Wound in his head re- 
ceived during the war is giving him great 
pain. 

The receipt of the levter sets at rest all 
the excitement which has prevailed. The 
cause of Mr. Bross’s departure is now 
easily accounted for. The old wound re- 
vived the pain in his head and he tempo- 
rarily lost his mental faculties. He wan- 
dered away and chance, more than anything 
else, led him in the direction of his son’s 
home in Lincoln county. The distance he 
traveled is about fifty or sixty miles, and 
he was six days and nights on the road. 
What he did for food and where he slept 
is all a blank to him. This long tramp 
greatly emaciated him and weakened him, 
but now that he is with his son, the weeks’ 
excitement in Greenesboro over his disap- 
pearance is at an end.

BO? HAPPILY NO LIVES WERE ‘Last 


Owing to the Good Work of Gallant 
A LARGE BLAZE AT PITTSBURG. 
Twenty-One Persons Nearly Suffoeated to 


Death—Seven ina Critical Condi- 
tion—Other Casualties. 


Richmond, Va., October 26.—Fire broke 
out tonight at 11 o'clock in Ford’s five 
story brick hotel, corner of Eleventh and 
Broad streets, and soon thousands of 
people surrounded: the building. The fire 
department responded promptly and the 
unusual sight of rescuing people from a 
burning building was presented. There 
were: perhaps 200 people in the: hotel, 
many of whom had retired, but as the 
fire started in the kitchen in the rear 
of the main building, its timely discovery 
enabled nearly .all of them to get down 
the main stairways without accident. 
Some few, however, had to resort to fire, 
escapes, while one gentleman and his 
wife were rescued: from the fifth story 
by means of a ladder, manned by firemen, 
which heroic act was greeted with cheers 
by the populace below. | 

The damage to the building and con- 
tents and individual loss to the guests is 
estimated at $25,000; paritally insured, 


FIREMEN NEARLY SUFFOCATED.. 


They Are Resuscitated, but Are ina Critical 
Condition. 

Pittsburg, Pa., October 26.—Twenty-one 
persons, mostly firemen, had a narrow es- 
cape from death from suffocation - from 
smoke in the cellar of D. Chestnut & Co’s, 
leather establishmgpt on First avenue this 
afternoon. Seven of the firemen are in a 
critical condition and=three may die. Their 
names are George Price, Eimer Croco, 
William Parks, Otto Hauch, John Conly, 
John McCoy and John Hopper. The others 
were soon revived and were able to go to 
their homes unassisted. 

Hides and leather that were stored in 
the cellar had caught fire, and when the 
firemen arrived the smoke was so dense 
that it was ‘impossible to see five feet 
away. 
the building and eleven of them hurried to 
the cellar, the seat of the trouble. 

It was not long before the blaze was un- 
der control and then the ffremen who had 
rushed into the cellar were sought. <A 
search was at once commenced, and when 
other firemen entered the cellar, they found 
the brave eleven lIving on th® ground appa- 
rently lifeless. The work of rescue was 
then begun, but before- the men had all 
heen gotten out, ten others. including 
Chiefs Steele and Coates, and Inspector of 
Police McKelvy. were overcome and a 
second rescuing party was required to save 
them. Their limp bodes were carried to 
the street and after a time alJl but the 
seven named were resuscitated. and others 
bse, conyeyed to the homeopathic hos- 
pital. 

Firemen Hauch. Conly. McCoy and 
Hopnér soon recovered consciousness un- 
der heroic treatment, but. Price, Croen and 
Parks were revived with difficulty. Their 
condition is regarded as very serious.

A LOCOMOTIVE EXPLODES. 


Two Men Killed and Another One Badly

Birmingham, Ala., October 26.—A loco- 
motive boiler exploded this morning at 
Palas, a small station on the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham railroad, west of 
here.

Mullins and his fourteen-year-old 
son, and John Chapel, the idiotic driver, 
which occurred at Pound Gap last April, 
is still fresh in the minds of newspaper 
readers throughout the United States.- 

The news comes from Pound Gap that 
some startling developments are expected 
soon concerning this wholesale massacre- 

It will be remembered that Dr. M. B, 
Taylor, Calvin Fleming and Henan Flem- 
ing and Henry Davis were charged with 
the murder. Dr. Taylor was captured, 


tried and convicted at Wise Courthouse in | 


August, and sentenced to be hanged, De- 
cember 16th. His counsel took an appeal 
to the supreme court, and pending the de- 
cision of the court, Taylor has been-con- 
veyed to the jail at Lynchburg for safe 
keeping, as the jail at Wise Courthouse is 
not only unsafe, but the enemies of Tay- 
lor are so bitter against him that a lynching 
was feared. There never was half so 
much danger of Talt Hall’s friends rescu- 
ing him as there was of Taylor’s friends 
lynching him. 

A man named Adams was arrested after 
Taylor’s conviction, charged with complici- 
ty in the crime, but his trial was postponed 
for some reason or other, and he is now out 
on a thousand dollar bend. At the prelimi- 


‘nary hearing the principal witness against 
Adams was Jeff Fleming, the father of 


Henan and Calvin Fleming. His testimony 
so enraged Adams and his friends that they 
have sworn vengeance against Fleming and 
his sons. They are said to be now hiding 
in the Cumberland mountains.

HE UNDERTOOK A SUICIDAL STEP. 


In Utter Desperation He Has Fired Men 
to Run Riot Over Their Felowmen.

“AT THE GROUNDS. 


A Busy Scene Is Presented Where the 
State Fair Holds Forth. 


4 g00D BIG CROWD YESTERDAY 


And Another Can Be Counted for Today. 
The Programme for the Week—The 
Legislature Invited to Attend. 


Macon, Ga., October 26.—(Special.)—The 
crowds are gathering .and the state fair is 
proving even a more drawing card than the 
most sanguine had dared to expect.

‘There are several hundred thoroughbred 
horses here, many of which have good rec- 
ords. Twhese horses came from all over 
the country, and it is probable that some 
of them may remain here all winter to get 
the benefit of training on the track for the 
spring meets. 

The cattle show surpasses anything ever 
before attempted in the south, and is at- 
tracting attention from all over the state. 
In the cattle exhibit is the famous Taylor 
county ten and one half gallon cow. This 
cow is milked on the grounds every day 
in the presence of all those wh® desire to 
see her. 

There are a great number of fine hogs on 
exhibition, some of them being of the best 
breeds known. : 

The poultry display is very fine, and this 
department is complete, there being a great 
number of ducks, geese, pigeons, guinea 
pigs, ete. 

The managers of the fair have invited the 
Georgia legislature to the fair next week. 
There is little doubt but that the invitation 
will be accepted, and the Solons of the 
state will come to Macon in a body to see 
the grandest fair ever held in the south. 

On next Thursday and Friday the public 
schools will be closed and the children will 
go to the park. 

A new feature of the fair this year is 
that the gates are open every night and 
the park is lighted with electricity. It is 
a new thing to have the solitude of these 
wooded acres disturbed by: the rumble of 
the electric tars and the shriek of the 
three-shies-a-nickle fiend, but it is very 
beautiful withal. For the lights at inter- 
vals among the trees cast fantastic shad- 
ows and weave strange figures in the mists 
that rise from the river. 

Central City park, the most beautiful nat- 
ural park in the United States, has taken 
a new lease of life. Formerly it was dis- 
connected and out of the way. No cars 
ran there regularly and when they did it 
was nothing but the old hayburner. Now 
the line is thoroughly. equipped with elec- 
tricity and the park can be reached in a 
few minutes from any part of the city.

TWO ROADS NAMED, 


The Merchants Agree to Patronize the W. 
and A. and Georgia Roads. 


Atlanta’s wholesale merchants are now 
paying for the delivery of all goods shipped 
to them from the west. This new depart- 
ure was inaugurated Tuesday. 

After January 1st they will have to see 
to the delivery of all shipments from the 
east, as the edict has gone forth that the 
railroads will cease free delivery after the 
new year. 

But the Atlanta merchants do not believe 
that the second part of this order will ever 
go into effect. They hope to convince the 
railroads of the error of their way. 

The wholesale merchants on the north 
side of Alabama street are all right, and 
are not kicking a bit. As in days of yore, 
their freights are delivered on the railroad 
track in the rear of their stores, and they 
are not affected by the change. 

The south side Alabama street merchants 
have risen up in open revolt, however, and 
are organizing to fight the new order of 
things. Mr. J. E. Maddox, of J. J. & J. E. 
Maddox, has an agreement in circulation, 
which is being uumerously sigted, and 
which, if carried out will injure several of 
the roads coming in to Atlanta and may 
result in the restoration of free delivery. 

This agreement binds the signers to have 
all their western freight hauled by the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and their 
consignments from the east brought over 
the Georgia road. 

This leaves the other roads out in the 
bleak and biting cold. Some of the largest 
shippers in Atianta have appended their 
nales to the agreement dnd are determ- 
ined to carry it out. Mr. Maddox who 
started the movement and who is enthu- 
siastic for its success explains it im a very 
logical way: 

“You see,” said he, “its this way: We 
have got to have our goods brought here 
over some railroad—we are not partial to 
any of them. But, we think of selecting 
the Western and Atlantic from the west, 
the East Tennessee and Georgia Pacific, 
its competitors for freight from that terri- 
tory would be stimulated to free delivery in 
order to get the freight. The same consid- 
erations we think, will cause the Rich- 
mond and Danville and Seaboard Air-Line 
to give us free delivery in order to be able 
to rival their competitor for eastern 
freights, the Georgia railroad. We only 
selected the Georgia and-Western and At- 
lantic roads because their depots are near- 
est in, and most convenient to us.” 

Speaking further of the matter Mr. Mad- 
dox expressed the opinion that the Sea- 
board Air-Line with fts freight depot at 
Edgewood, the East Tennessee with its 
depot at Peters street, and the Georgia 
Pacific with its depot at Jones street would 
not be in it. 

“The merchants who have a rear front- 
age on “he railroad tracks,” said Mr. Mad- 
dox, “are not kicking. They can get most 
of their freight delivered at their back 
doors. But we. who have no such advan- 
tages get hail Columbia. Why, my freight 
delivery bill will amount to over $300 a 
month now. It costs about $4 to deliver a 
ear of flour from the y@ds to our doors. 
We think if all the signers of this petition 
will stand by their agréement the other 
roads will be brought to their senses by 
the most potent apneal that could be made 
to them—that of self interest.” 

The agreement, is on, and the non-free 
delivery system is on too. |

A Brave Act. 

Orescent City, Fla., October 25.—Editor 
Constitution: In your valuable paper of Oc. 
tober 18th, under head of “Generals who 
Fired Cannons in Our War,” we are told 
what General Longstreet did, and what 
General Wade Hampton did, and then what 
W. V. M. did, and my mind went back to a 
scene in the trenches to the left of Kennesaw 
mountain on a June day in 1864, Immediately 
in our front was a federal battery which was, 
and had been doing much damage to our men, 
and the precision with which their shells 
were aimed was telling on our men, for some 
were killed instantly, others wounded in 
rapid succession, while heavy showers of 
rain fell every few minutes. Suddenly a 
shell came through our breastworks, and its 
force being spent, tumbled right into the 
ditch among the men who were there for 
protection. The fuse was burning and siz- 
zing away, and in an instant one of the 
thoughtful and brave soldiers grabbed up the 
shell with burning fuse and threw it out of 
the ditch. It fortunately fell in a puddle of 
water, made by the recent shower, and the 
fuse was extinguished. The presence of mind, 
nerve and brave heart, necessary for such an 
act, is not met with every day. 

His name may not be recorded in history, 
but is stamped on the heart and memory of 
all his comrades who were in that dangerous 
vicinity just at that time. Sergeant I. P. 
Collier, of Company K, Fifth Georgia regiment, 
veteran yolunteers, did the saving act of 
throwing that shell with its burning fuse into 
the little puddle of water. I haven’t seen 
him since the 6th of December, 1864, when 
I was disabled for life. He is fresh in my 
memory, and will be as long as life lasts.

Providing for the Acceptance of the 
Soldiers’ Home. 


IT WILL BE INTRODUCED TODAY 


If the Roll Is Called for the Introduction 
of New Matter—Mr. Fleming, of 
Richmond, Will Offer It. 


The members of the new legislature will 
soon bave a chance to vote for or against 
the acceptance of the soldiers’ home. 

Today if the call of counties for the in- 
troduction of new matter is reached Hon. 
W.-H. Fleming, of Richmond,, will intro- 
duce a bill providing for the acceptance of 
the home, and fixing the terms of accept- 
ance. The bill is somewhat changed from 
the one given a black eye by the ainety four 
and a negro, but the main point is embod- 
ied—that of accepting and maintaining the 
home as a refuge for worn out and penniless 


Confederate veterans. 

Jt is hardly likely that the new Jegisla- 
ture will repeat the grave error of its pre- 
decessor and reject the pitiable, pleading 
Confederate as he stands at the door in 
his old age, in his misery and his rags, ask- 
ing for the little that a grateful common- 
wealth cannot refuse—shelter and food for 
the remaining few years of his life. A 
prominent veteran said yesterday that in 
many Counties of the state veterans who 
had done valiant service on many historic 
fields were dying, the beneficiaries of the 
scant charity that the counties had pro 
vided for them, in common with other paup- 


rs. 
' Could there be a sadder commentary upca 
state’s gratitude? 
. The. vthon is built—the generous and 
grateful offering of a people touched with 
pity at the spectacle of grizzled veterans 
of the gray, in thelr misery and rags, too 
feeble to work, too proud to beg—in the 
grave’s very shadow, going. through the 
few remaining years of their lives with 
heads bowed, with hearts sad, eyes dim, 
cheeks furrowed, steps feeble—but still the 
brave defenders of thé souths honor. 

The whole state rose up indignant a year 
ago when the legislature ignored the gift 
of the people to the old veterans, and on 
the peaceful but pretty, shaded hill on the 
southern outskirts of the city the big home, 
with its broad verandas, wide halls, com- 
fortable rooms and splendid <ppointments 
has stood silent, with doors all shut, and 
yards deserted, a grim protest against a 
state’s ingratitude. 

To make the story all the sadder, two 
scores or more of the old veterans, not an- 
ticipating such a thing as the rejection of 
the home, had prepared their applications 
for admission in the home. But the state 
refused the gift of Atlanta, and back to 
their—not homes, they had none—but back 
to their poverty the old heroes were sent—to 
beg or to die in the poorhouse. 

Rejected! A crueler or more ungrateful 
thing could not have been done. Hadn't 
the old hero, who had riske@ his life on the 
battlefield, and suffered hardships untold 
for four years the right to expect that he 
would be cared for by the state he had 
defended, when by the cruel chance of 
fate he came to beggary and want? A 
hundred of these ragged, trembling, decrepit 
men, but heroes still, stood waiting for the 
doors of the haven of which they had heard 
so much thrown open. But the legislature 
refused to open the doors. 

That was a year ago. Another legisla- 
ture has been elected. Many of the new 
members had to pledge themselves to vote 
for the home, for the issue was made. 

To make ready to push the fight for the 
home’s acceptance before the present legis- 
lature, the board of trustees of the home 
met at the Capitol yesterday. 

President W. L. Calhoun presided and 
Captain W. H. Hanson acted as secretary. 
There were present: R. J. McConey, Dal- 
ton; A. M. I‘oute, Cartersville; T. M. Mas- 
sengale, Norwood; W. A. Hemphill, M. C. 
Kiser, W. D. Ellis, Amos Fox, C. A. Ev- 
ans and Thomas L. Langston, Atlanta. 

A proposed bill for the acceptance of the 
home was presented to the meeting. The 
bill was a newly draughted one. veral 
changes were made in the bill, not however, 
very material ones, and it was adopted. 

The board decided to ask Hon. W. H. 
Fleming, of Richmond, to introduce the 
bill and urge its passage through the house 
at an early date. A committee was ap- 
pointed to see -Mr. Fleming and request 
him to do this for the veterans, The board 
then adjourned. 

Later in the day the committee called on 
Mr. Fleming and formally made the re- 
quest of him, and he very readily consented. 
The bill was turned over to him, and he 
said yesterday afternoon that he would 
“aera the bill at the very first opportu-

THE NEW YOKK MARKET. 


NEW YORK, October 26.—The stock market 
today turned upon developments in New 
England deal, definite details of which were 
made pubiic this afternoun. ‘the tact that 
President McLeod, of the Philadelphia and 
Reading, was made president of the Boston 
aud Maine at a meeting of the latter today, 


was promptly refuted and denials made with 


persistency gay after day by officials of 
Various companies that a deal Was in pfro- 
ress. According to those who have had 
the best information all along about the he- 
gotiations it was the intention to make Mc- 
LLeod president of the New York and New 
England simultaneously with his nomination 
for the same. office-in the Bosteén and Maine. 
For some reason not clear to them, the event 
Was postponed, but it is still asSerted that 
he. will take the office in the pear future. 
This view receives strong corroboration from 
the official announcement by the_ Reading 
company that the control of the New. York 
and New England has been purchased by 
friends of the former. Stuck advanced this 
morniys:.from 47 1-2 to 49 1-8, but towards 
t ' was eubjected to a fierce. assault, 
er Which,the price broke rapidly to 44 3-4, 
Enormous flocks changed hands and a scene 
of intense jexcitement was witnessed in the 
exchange.

pany. Belief was quite general that the 
alliance will insure to the benefit of all three 
roads, and that the Reading people have 
other plans in contemplation which will give 
them control of one of the greatest railroad 
combinations in the country. It. was. notice- 
able that the Reading was but slightly af- 
fected by the slump in New England. It ad- 
vanced from 57 7-8 to 59 1-8 aud closed at 
58 1-2, against 58 1-4 yesterday. Temper of 
speculation in early dealings was strong. 
Some shares sold off at 1-4 to 1 per cent at 
the start, but later advanced 1-4 to 2 
per cent, with Industrials in the lead, 
Chicago Gas, Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
and Northern Pacific, preferred, were 
especially strong. The market withstood the 
break in New England surprisingly well, ex- 
cept in case of American Sugar, which drop- 
ped 3 to 110 3-8. Other stock, as a rule, 
yielded only 1-4 to 1 per cent, and finally re- 
covered .1-8 to 5-8. American Sugar rallied 
1 per cent from the lowest. Peoria, Decatur 
and Evansville broke 2 1-2 to 15 on reports 
that application would shortly be made to 
put the road in the hands of a receiver, but 
rallied to 16 3-4 on announcement that the 
interest on the second mortgage bonds, due 
November ist, would be paid. The rise was 
not fully maintained, however, the last sale 
being at 16 1-8. The general market closed 
steadier. Sales, listed 395,000; anlisted 


dation could not be arrested, and the market gradually 
declined until January sold at 8.18 At this point the 
market met a few buying orders, which absorbed the 
offerings and prices rallied, The frost cannot but have 
caused damage, especially in the low-lands of the 
Mississippi valley, but the failure of the foreign mar- 
kets to respond to these reports of damage has inten- 
sified the disposition on the part of southern holders 
to liquidate locally.

Late Liverpool cables express surprise that the frost 
dispatches sent from the south and New York are not 
accompanied by buying orders, and state-the close of 
their market was affected by a feeling of skepticism as 
to tae extent of the damage. A/fter the close the dom- 
inant opinion was that the market will be lower to- 
morrow, based on the idea thatthe large southern sell- 
ing orders will be executed in Liverpool in the morn- 
ing against the receipts today. 


Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, October 26—Liverpool this morning 
showed a decline of 2-64d. This in the face of a mul- 
titude of unfavorable messages from the south, which 
were cabled to the other side. Here the market 
opened about 5 points lower, at which it held fairly 
steady for quite a while. The pressure, however, was 
too great, and in the course of the morning values re- 
ceded some 7@8 points more making but a slight re- 
covery before the close. The main source of weakness, 
is attributable to the course of values in New Orleans, 
which has induced considerable straddling. We have 
today had a number of reports stating that frosts had 
transpired in most parts of the Atiantics, as well as in 
Mississippi, With all this there has been no support 
to-the market, and seliing has preponderated pretty 
much all day. A great many discredit the shortage 
which continues to be spoken of from the south. We 
ourselves are not able to gauge the situation in the cot- 
ton. states, except from the advices we receive, and 
they have not modified the positionatall. Itisa 
strange thing, however, to find that the community in 
New Orleans, who are almost in the midst of the dif- 
ferent states, have become so confirmed in their ideas 
in opposition to the balance of thesouth. In fact, this 
positiveness has, we believe, influenced a somewhat 
bearish feeling on the part of traders here, as well as 
in Liverpool, and naturally the effect is apparent in 
their selling during the past few days.

NEW YORK, October ~6.—The reaction 
which we have awaited for some time seems 
to have fairly set in today, and it is proba- 
ble that much of the weak feeling was due to 
what looks like the final announcement of 
the New England deal, which, as: in most 
similar cases, missed fire as it was natural 
that it should after so many high flown prom- 
ises and such long waiting. ‘The virtual con- 
solidation of the interests of the Boston and 
Main and the Reading roads may be a good 
thing for those companies at some future 
date, but how New England is to be materially 
benefited does not appear at the moment, 
and outside of a possible guaranty which we 
much doubt there is any chance of, the stock 
is likely to sell lower and disappoint its 
friends who have recently been such big bulls 
on it. The decline in New England, which 
has been such a favorite card of the bull 
party for some time, would “naturally in- 
fiuence the general list and would probably 
have led to a fair decline even if other cir- 
cumstances had not favored such, but every- 
thing in the general situation has led us to 
look for a decline irrespective of the New 
England fiasco, and that has but hastened it.

Four corn and feed mills which cost sev- 
eral hundred dollars each were sold for 
only $40 each. 

The elevator belt which is nearly 200 
feet long and cost $2.25 per foot, $450 for 
the whole belt, was purchased for $5.25, a 
little more than twice the original cost of a 
foot.
